Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
December 6, 2006 has been entered.

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "first 
coating... having a higher thermal conductivity than the... nozzle body" recited in claim 
24 and the "tip region ...is coated with a material having a lower thermal conductivity 
than. ..the nozzle body" recited in claim 32 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
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prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 24, 31-36 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 24, 35 and 39, the preamble of the claim recites an injection nozzle 
(subcombination) but the body of the claims recite limitations defining spatial 
relationship between the injection nozzle and the combustion space (combination). It is 
uncertain whether applicant is claiming a subcombination or a combination. 

Claim 32 recites "a part of the tip region of the nozzle body is coated with a 
material having a lower thermal conductivity than the thermal conductivity of the nozzle 
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body." Its parent claim 24 defines a first coating which as a higher thermal conductivity 
than the nozzle body. It appears that claim 32 defines a species mutually exclusive 
from that which is defined by claim 24. Claim 39 contains similar recitation directed to 
the second coating. 

Claim 39 recites "a tip region" which appears to be a double inclusion of the "tip 
region" recited in claim 24. 

Claim 39 defines the first coating having a lower thermal conductivity than the 
nozzle body which directly contradicts the first coating defined in claim 24.
